In  the  spring 
we  reciprocated  with  a  party  made  possible  by  the 
hard  work  of  Francis  Burnham,  Aileen  Barry, 
Patricia  Cavanaugh,  George  Bourke,  and  their  com¬ 
mittees. 

After  a  short  summer  the  beloved  corridors  of 
Ellsworth  once  again  heard  the  patter  of  big  feet. 
Yes,  we  innocent  freshmen  had  blossomed  into 
learned  sophomores.  Immediately  we  chose  our 
class  officers:  James  Pitney,  president;  George 
Bourke,  vice-president;  Genevieve  Dzen,  treasurer; 
and  Marion  Cooper,  secretary. 

What  a  grand  year  this  was!  We  wasted  no  time 
in  making  the  freshmen  feel  at  home  by  giving  the 
Sophomore-Freshman  Party.

Council.  From  this  roster  of  officers  it  is  apparent 
that  our  junior  class  secured  most  of  the  clubs’ 
leading  positions.  (Of  course  it  is  obvious  why.) 
Francis  Burnham  was  also  vice-president  of  the 
Dramatic  Club,  and  Ronald  Raichle  and  Marilyn 
Shaughnessy  were  members  of  the  Student  Council. 
Dolores  Rittlinger,  Patricia  Cavanaugh,  Francis 
Revay,  and  Charles  Shewokis  participated  in  the 
band. 

The  sports  department  at  school  this  year  really 
saw  some  action  when  our  boys  took  part.  Ronald 
Raichle,  George  Bourke,  Andrew  Hoffman,  Wil¬ 
liam  Kissane,  James  Pitney,  Francis  Kreyssig, 
Edwin  Burnham,  and  James  Snow  gave  the  soccer, 
baseball,  basketball,  and  track  records  something  to 
smile  about. 

The  girls  certainly  can’t  be  overlooked.  Betty 
Muska,  Patricia  Cavanaugh,  Mary  Geissler,  Jean¬ 
nette  Schlichting,  and  Marilyn  Shaughnessy  were 
outstanding  in  basketball.  Naanne  Mellen  and 
Priscilla  Collins  were  wisely  chosen  this  year  to 
help  make  the  school’s  cheering  squad  what  it 
now  is. 

One  day  we  in  the  junior  class  happened  to  look 
into  our  treasury  box.  The  shiny  bottom  stared  up 
at  us.  So,  putting  our  heads  together,  we  decided 
that  something  drastic  had  to  be  done.  When  our 
brilliant  minds  began  to  whir,  it  wasn’t  long  before 
a  money-making  project  was  under  way.  We  de¬ 
cided  to  sell  stationery.  With  the  help  of  Mr.  San¬ 
ford,  our  class  advisor,  we  accumulated  a  profit  of 
$69.65. 

The  musical  comedy  Marrying  Marion  gave  the 
following  another  opportunity  to  display  their  tal¬ 
ents:  Patricia  Cavanaugh,  Lois  Hancock,  Betty 
Muska,  Marilyn  Shaughnessy,  Dolores  Rittlinger, 
and  Francis  Burnham.  I  don’t  think  anyone  will 
ever  forget  Dolores  Rittlinger’s  portrayal  of  "poor 
old  Grandma.”  Patricia  Cavanaugh  and  Francis 
Burnham  also  held  prominent  roles  in  the  year’s 
biggest  play,  Our  Town. 

The  prom  our  class  presented  this  year  was  the 
greatest  thing  this  side  of  the  Connecticut.  Every 
plan  was  carried  out  through  the  efforts  of  James 
Pitney,  Aileen  Barry,  Janet  Pelton,  Lois  Hancock, 
Priscilla  Collins,  Ronald  Raichle,  Marion  Cooper, 
James  Snow,  and  their  respective  committees. 
Wally  Field’s  Orchestra  supplied  the  musical  back¬ 
ground  for  that  evening  amidst  a  beautiful  garden 
scene.  As  the  girls  will  readily  tell  you,  it  took  at 
least  a  month  of  hard  labor  to  make  the  paper 
flowers.  Since  our  class  is  just  packed  with  people 
brimming  over  with  bright  ideas,  we  decided  that 
a  queen  would  be  chosen  to  preside  over  the  prom. 
So,  on  the  night  of  the  prom  the  vocalist  from 
Wally  Fields’  Orchestra  chose  the  queen,  our  own 
Naanne  Mellen.

The  ushers, 
all  chosen  from  junior  honor  students,  included 
Arline  Chicky,  Patricia  Cavanaugh,  Lois  Hancock, 
Mary  Higgins,  Marilyn  Shaughnessy,  Naanne  Mel- 
len,  Claire  Quist,  and  Dolores  Rittlinger.  Just  be¬ 
fore  our  junior  year  came  to  an  end,  the  seniors 
in  a  formal  ceremony  graciously  gave  us  the  right 
to  use  the  sacred  front  steps.  (With  bowed  head 
and  bended  knee  we  thanked  them.) 

Gradually  as  summer  deepened  into  fall  and 
school  once  again  opened,  the  shock  of  entering 
school  as  seniors  became  bearable.  Yes,  we’d 
made  it!  It  had  been  a  long,  tedious  journey,  but 
we  had  succeeded.  Now,  whenever  we  wished,  we 
could  run  up  and  down  the  front  steps  to  our 
heart’s  content.
